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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD.

School Board. 


In submitting our annual report to the parents, guard- 
ians and citizens, we do so with the satisfactory conviction 
that a good year’s work has been accomplished. Some 
drawbacks are always to be expected, and the year in this 
respect was no exception. 

Finding ourselves with sufficient funds to warrant a 
school year of twenty-four weeks, we decided to divide 
them into three terms of eight weeks each, instead of two 
long terms of twelve weeks. Experience proves that short 
terms are better than long ones, since the ability of the av- 
erage pupil is hardly up to a sustained and profitable effort 
longer than ten weeks. The short terms are made more 
profitable whenever the same teacher can be continued, so 
that pupils can begin the next term where they left off. 
Our citizens ought not to be satisfied with a school year 
shorter than the present one, and if possible the three terms 
should be made ten weeks each. 

Repairs upon several buildings seemed needful, but were 
not pushed to the extreme limit of our funds. The village 
house was painted; into the Meredith Union house some 
new windows were inserted and some other repairs made; 
in district number sixteen the building was clapboarded,

etc. In number one we need a small appropriation for the 
purpose of banking up the walls which Jack Frost has un- 
settled and of fixing off grounds. 

When there are few scholars in a district it is often ex- 
pedient, instead of hiring a teacher, to get the few carried 
to a neighboring district, and even to hire their tuition out- 
side the town. Unless some of our districts are replenished 
with pupils soon, this method will need to be resorted to. 

While the statistics of non-attendance, considered in 
themselves, are not alarming, yet when compared with last 
year, itis well to call the attention of both parent and pupil to 
a consideration of them. Last year, with 208 weeks of school, 
there were reported 1,628 days’ absences; this year, with 
188 weeks of school nearly, 2,094.5 days’ absences. Allow- 
ing for the fact that there may have been greater accuracy 
in keeping the records of this year than last, yet these 
figures point to a fact worth heeding, that there may be a 
growing carelessness concerning, and inattention to, punc- 
tuality in attendance. Our school year is so short that it 
would seem as if every person ought to feel impressed with 
the importance of making the most of every moment of 
school time. ‘The work of the teacher is thus, often inex- 
cusably, rendered difficult and discouraging. It is hardly 
becoming to find fault with the teacher when imperfect at- 
tendance may be the cause of a school’s inefficiency. 

Our teachers have been, for the most part, of excellent 
grade and have secured very gratifying results. Hmanci- 
pation from the slavery of the text-book has in some cases 
been evidence, while some have shown either originality or 
decided individuality in the methods of their teaching. 
Our aim has been to secure the best possible instructors 
and also to encourage, as far as practicable, home talent. 

In closing my two years as a member of the School 
Board, allow me to thank the parents, teachers and citizens

for their kind and courteous treatment, wherever it has 
been my privilege to go. Although some unpleasant 
things have come under my notice, yet I feel it has been 
time well spent.
